in perpetuity, Hospital care for all those requiring 
it free of charge if they were unable to pay. 


It would maintain sufficient rooms at a normal 


charge for that large class who are not county 
charges and who will not accept charity, yet who are 
not financially able to pay what it actually costs the 
Hospital to care for them and who, on that account, 
hesitate and delay going to the Hospital until it is 
often too late.

give tone, and plain French dressing. 


If the greens are crisp and dry and 


the dressing carefully seasoned the 
peifection of the salad is assured. 


To prepare 
salad 
greens 
for a 


salad- If possible wash 
each leaf 


under running water, holding the leaf 
open and at a sharp angle. 
Tiny, 


invisible Insects are washed off and 
any sand or dirt is carried away by 
the fdrce of the water. 


Shake each leaf as free from wa- 


ter as possible and put on a clean 
dry towel to drain. 
Wrap 
loosely 


In the towel and put in a cold place 
for an hour or longer. 


The lettuce or 
other salad plant 


becomes very crisp under this treat- 
ment and 
seems to

dewiness quite impossible to attain 
by washing and

VACUUM TUBE IS 
NEEDED TO TRANSMIT 


SPEECH BY RADIO 
BY H. L. DUSiCAN. 


Director, Rndlo Institute of America. 


Radio waves sent out by means of 


the charge and discharge of a con- 
denser through a circuit containing 
a,n inductance are all right for code 
messages. But they will not transmit 
speech or music. 


All 
transmitters 
broadcasting 


speeches and music employ the va- 
cuum tube to generate their output. 


The 
components of this vacuum 


tube—sometimes 
referred 
to 
as 


valves or audian tubes—are made of 
three elements: a tungsten filament, 
a copper or nickel grid and an alumi- 
num or nickel 
piate 
placed in a. 


highly vacuumed glass tube. 


There are two taps taken from the 


filament—one 
from 
tha plate and 


the other from the grid. These are 
drawn through the base of the tube 
and connected to small posts. 


Current is supplied to the filament 


until It is brought to incandescence 
and this heated filament emits elec- 
trons. These electrons are the small- 
est pieces of matter known an^ carry 
the smallest known ciiarge of nega- 
tive electricity. 


Positive current is passed to the 


plate in the tube and the electrons 
are drawn to the piate through the 
vacuumed space. 


You will recall that simple mag- 


netism teaches us that bodies of dis- 
similar charges attract—a 
positive 


charge will attract a negative, but 
will repel another positive charge. 


The vacuous space between the fil- 


ament and plate is conductive In one 
direction only. The negative of both 
the plate and filament currents forms 
a common negative. 


The grid is placed between the fila- 


ment and the plate and acts as a 
controlling element 
of the electron 


currents between filament and plate. 


Since the plate in 
the tube has 


only a positive potential, the elec- 
trons thrown off by the filament are 
strongly attracted through the va- 
cuum and an increased current will 
flow. This acts as an accelerator of 
the current. 


By proper regulation of controlling 


devices in a vacuum tube transmit- 
ting set. the tube is made a supreme 
productor of 
magnetic 
waves. To 


show its advantage over the system 
employing the charge and discharge 
of a 
condenser 
through 
an 
in- 


ductance 
as previously 
described, 


let us take two ships, one employ- 
ing the vacuum tube and the other 
a spark gap. 


This tube set, 
using only three- 


quarter 
kilowatts 
(130 volts), can 


transmit a message from the Eng- 
lish channel or Mediterranean ports 
to the United States coastal radio 
stations. A ship with the old system 
spark gap using five kilowatts (3000

watts )would be doing very well to 
cover 2500 miles. 


This gain In the tube set is due 


wholly to the vacuum tube itself— 
with its 
multiplication 
of current 


within the tube—the increase due to 
the attraction of electrons thrown off 
the filament to the positively charged 
plates. 


This is why the vacuum tube in- 


creases the incoming signal strength 
in a 
receiving set from 
20 to 30 


times over-the receiving power of 
the crystal detector.

kind to shoot and miss. 


It is suggested from all sides that 


the police of cities in this country 
get training in the useful art of 
marksmanship. 
In fights like this 


it is highly desirable that a police- 
man make it count every time he 
pulls the trigger of his gun. Unless 


he is able to do this—or say score 
99 in a possible 100—he isn't in 
these times up to the requirements 
of his profession. 


There is anolher angle to it. If 


the policeman hits what he is shoot- 
ing at, he will not cripple innocent 
bystanders. 


HAS SANE 
MOMENTS. 


That is an interesting quotation 


that Maximilian Harden Sunday last 
gave us from an address made by 
Lenine to some of his soviet breth- 
ren in Russia. 


Lenine told them that the com- 


munists do not know how to govern, 
that some features of their present 
government arj unbearable, that they 
don't know how to pick men for 
places of Importance; and 
Lenine 


concluded by saying the victims of 
all this misrule "will send us to the 
devil unless we soon begin to pro- 
vide them with the necessities of 
life as well as the capitalists have 
done in the past." 


From this one judges there are 


moments when Lenine has a kind of 
cunning sense.

The 
best one can hope from government 
is that it will uot interfere too much. 


this gets to congress there is cheer-' 
ful talk of pushing the good thing 
along and making it a couple of 
hundred millions more. 


The obvious conclusion is that a 


majority of members 
in 
congress 


have a sneaking regard for deficit, i 
feel that the country can be raised 
on this thing and brought to enjoy 
the diet. 
They look at the tramp, 


say he is about the

mortals, and his single virtue is 
deficit, in his case perennial. Let us 
join him in this, and then our cares 
will take wings and fly away. 


It is traditionally hard for a rich

DEATH PERIL LURKS 


IN TAINTED WATER 


BY DR. B. H. BISHOP. 


Many a elty has murdered thou- 


stands of Its citizens 
by supplying 


them with impure drinking water. 


The water 
yau 
drink may look 


clear and sparkling, may taste re- 
freshing when you drink it, and yet 
may contain the deadliest germs of 
disease. 


Following Installation of water fil- 


ters and adoption of other means of 
purifying 
city water, 
death rates 


from typhoid and dysentery always 
have fallen remarkably. 


In a big city the water supply Is 


regularly inspected 
by bacteriolo- 


gists, people trained In the special 
work of testing the. purity of the 
water. Accordingly, it is not these 
days very dangerous to drink water 
out of the faucet. 


When special pollution of the wa- 


ter supply occurs the public Is sup- 
posed to be notified at once by the 
authorities, so that they may take 
precautions. 


Greater caution Is usually required 


in the country and 
In small cities 


whera water Is not 
ri_ularly in- 


spected and where there is any un- 
,certainty regarding its purity. 


In such cases the water should be 


either boiled or filtered or chemically 
purified with chlorinated lime un- 
der a chemist's direction. 


Tlie domestic filter 
as ordinarily 


used has a limited 
sanitary value. 


If the water 
Is 
Infected, 
reliance 


should not be placed upon any house- 
,hold filter operated in the usual way. 
Bacteria, as typhoid, may often grow 
through the walls of a filter. 


When water is not infected, but 


muddy, household filters are service- 
able In rendering It clear. 


To be really sure, however, that 


the water you drink will not cause 
sickness and possibly 
death, 
you 


would better boll It and play safe.

vey has recently published a bul- 
letin on the Decatur oil field which 
is naturally of Interest to every body 
in the territory about Decatur. The 
state geologists have watched close- 
ly the development of the Lincoln 
Gas & Oil company'* wells as these 
are regarded as the key to the en- 
tire field. 
The 
bulletin 
consists 


largely of notes on the prospects in 
the Dccafur area by D. M. Collins- 
wood who says in part: 


"The Lincoln Oil company reported 


pay in their well from 2,006 to 2,066 
feet; that Is, In the cherty dolomite 
of the Niagaran. The well was shot 
with about 200 quarts of nitrogly- 
cerine. Although no exact informa- 
tion on production Is available, it is 
felt that If this well 
proves

The direction of the gen- 
eral regional dip of the strata In 
this zone is toward the east, veering 
slightly toward the south of east in 
the northern portion. Loc-1 reversal 
of the regional dip lias developed 
monoclines and flattenlngs to some 
extent.

counties."

"The altitudes of the coals record-
